Syrian-Israeli troop disengage­ 
ment to address a May Day 
rally in the in d u strial Cairo 
suburb of He 1 wan. K issinger 
and his wife Nancy spent the 
day sightseeing. 
K issinger confers again to­ 
night 
with 
Sadat 
and 
flies 
Thursday to Jerusalem where a 
top Israeli m ilitary leader said 
chances of Kissinger’s success 
on this mission to the Middle 
E ast 
were 
"very 
sm all...the 
outcome is still very obscure." 
He then goes to Damascus. 
Before 
flying 
to 
Egypt 
Kissinger 
won 
a 
pledge 
of 
Soviet and Algerian support for 
his attem pt to get a cease-fire 
between Israeli and Syria and 
then 
turned 
to 
Sadat, 
his 
principal supporter in the Arab 
world. 
S a d a t’s rem arks appeared 
aimed 
primarily 
at 
Arab 
lead ers such a s L ib y a's Col. 
* M oammar Khadafy who have 
voiced strong criticism of his 
collaboration with Kissinger in 
the 
drive 
for

negotiated 
Middle E ast settlem ent. 


He said the politicians he 
referred to. but did not name, 
“ consider th a t in vestm ent of 
American money in the Soviet 
Union is acceptable, but invest­ 
m ent of A m erican m oney in 
Egypt is unacceptable.

Talks Encouraging 
Kissinger,

M inister Andrei A. Grom yko 
and Algerian President Houari 
B oum edienne, flew to E gypt 
Tuesday afternoon for discus­ 
sions with Sadat. 
Sadat greeted Kissinger with 
the warm th of a friendship that 
has grown since the secretary 
of state got Egypt and Israel to 
separate their forces along the 
Suez Canal last January. 
The E gyptian lead er called 
Kissinger “ my friend" and told 
the secretary’s 
wife, 
Nancy, 
“ You 
are 
among 
Henry’s 
family here." 
An American spokesman said 
the two men m et later for an 
hour and a half, resumed the 
talk s 
at 
a 
sm all 
“ fam ily 
dinner” party hosted by Sadat 
and then conferred a fte r the 
m eal for an o th er 45 m inutes 
until just after midnight. 
The U.S. spokesm an called 
the talks cordial and said the 
two men discussed the Israeli- 
Syrian disengagement issue in 
a “very w arm " atmosphere.

U N. buffer zone, release of 
Israeli 
w ar 
p riso n ers 
and 
return of Syrian refugees. 
The

K issin g er's p a rty said Israel 
would probably have to make 
the first move to break the 
disengagement 
deadlock. 
But 
both sides would have to make 
concessions if Kissinger were to 
succeed, he said. 
Sadat took a break from the 
talks today and went to Cairo 
to make his annual May Day 
address. Kissinger and his wife 
used the time to go sightseeing. 
K issinger was scheduled to 
m eet Sadat on the E gyptian 
leader's return lor more talks 
before the se c re ta ry of state 
flies to Israel Thursday.

During an hour-long meeting 
on the evening of April 19. 1973, 
with John J. Wilson and Frank 
J. 
Strickler. 
who 
had 
been 
hired 
three 
days 
before 
to 
represent top Nixon, aides H.R. 
Haldeman and John D Ehrlich- 
m an, Nixon told the law yer 
their clients were “great, fine 
A m ericans—and they tell the 
truth, too.” 
He had sim ilar praise for 
M itchell, his form er attorney 
general who had been head of 
his re-election committee. 
“Frankly, Mitchell's an hon­ 
est man,” Nixon said. “ He just 
wasn't 
tending 
the 
shop—he 
had problems with his wife— 
these ja c k a ss kids and other 
fools around did this thing and 
John should have stepped up to 
it—that’s what happened in my 
opinion." 
Mitchell resigned as Nixon’s 
campaign m anager two weeks 
a fte r the W atergate bugging 
arrests, citing difficulties with 
his outspoken wife, Martha. He 
was acquitted last Sunday of 
conspiracy and p erju ry in a 
Watergate-related campaign fi­ 
nance 
case, 
and 
it 
was 
announced the next day Mrs. 
Mitchell 
is 
suing 
him 
for 
separate maintenance 
An 
accom panying 
White 
House sum m ary of the tra n ­ 
scripts put much of the blame 
for the Watergate scandal and 
the 
subsequent 
impeachment 
inquiry on what it contended 
was false testimony by Nixon s 
former counsel, John W Dean 
III.

transcripts 
proved the President did not 
conspire to obstruct justice. 


C ommittee Needs Tapes 
But some critics, including

Nixon had said earlier that 
the transcripts were in places

N.J., chairm an of the Judiciary

Am trak’s Floridian passenger 
train derailed on Penn Central 
tracks a mile northwest of this 
Northern Indiana community. 
Most ot the injured suttered 
bruises, cuts and abrasions with 
one person treated tor cracked 
ribs. All 27 were released after 
treatment.

There were 121 persons on the 
northbound train. Amtrak said 
there were 103 passengers and 
14 employes, such as stewards 
and porters. Penn Central offi­ 
cials at Logansport, where the 
crews are changed, said there 
w ere four crew m em bers on 
board. 
The Floridian was en route 
from Miami, Fla., to Chicago, 
and was running about six hours 
behind schedule when the acci­ 
dent o ccu rred . Police at the 
scene said the train was late 
because it had to be rerouted 
around ano th er derailm ent in 
Florida. 
Police also said this was the 
fourth train derailm ent in this 
general area in the past twx 
years, although the others in 
volved freight trains. 
C onductor M ason J. Arnold 
and engineer Don L. Thomas 
both of L ogansport, said the 
train was moving about 45 miles 
per hour when the 'derailment 
happened. 
The train included 15 cars ant 
three diesel engines. Only thi 
lead engine and the rear cai 
rem ained on the tracks. Th< 
cars included two baggage cars 
a sleeper, two coaches, a dinmi 
car. a lounge car, another coach 
lour more sleepers and thret 
mail cars, in that order. 
All of the derailed units re 
mained upright on the railroat 
right-of-way, but six were lean 
ing at steep angles and anothei 
was tilting slightly. It appear 
ed the soft ground under Uu 
rails helped slow the derail» 
cars and possibly prevent then 
from overturning

Packers and Stockyards Admin­ 
istration to ban packers from 
ownership or control of “custom 
feedlots” where cattle owned by 
farmers or outside investors are 
fattened for slaughter on a fee 
basis. 
Public hearing> on the pro 
posal, which was announced in 
January, were held in February 
and March at Des Moines, Iowa, 
and Phoenix, Ariz. 
Marvin L. McLain, P&SA ad 
mmistrator, said in an inter­ 
view he could not comment on 
the pending final decision but 
hoped it could be made by the 
middle of May. 
He said agency experts and 
attorney' are currently making 
a thorough review of pro and 
cob testimony at the hearing' 
and in some 700 letters and 
statements filed directly with 
the agriculture unit. 
Other sources, however, point­ 
ed out that about 90 per cent 
of the comment received in the 
case backed the P&SA proposal,

'The Indianapolis office of Hie 
Simal Business Administration 
recently issued a warning' to' all 
tornado victims .In central In­ 
diana to be on guard for 
“migratory 
flim-flam 
e o n- 
tractom, suppliers and salesme 
who díase disasters lor profit.” 
Wiliam F. 
Miller Indiana 
Director of the SB A, said that 
these fly-by-night specialists are 
moving into the disaster area 
like locusts in an attempt to 
profit from the Federal aid 
being channeled into the area. 
Miller 
pointed 
out 
that 
representatives of the Small 
Business Administration do not 
charge a fee' for their services, 
that 'they never endorse any 
•ontractor:, 
repairman 
or 
supplier, 
and 
that a l SBA 
employes 
working 
in 
the 
disaster areas 
carry 
federal 
credentials 
w h i c h 
disaster 
victims should ask to see when 
they 
are 
approached 
by 
a 
person posing as a represen­ 
tative of the agency.

The commission said it also 
would impose stiff new rules to 
insure the safety of all other 
firework 
devices 
and 
would 
Launch a nationwide education 
campaign 
warning 
consumers 
of fireworks dangers. 


Certain, kinds of firecrackers, 
such as 
M80S, 
cherry bombs 
and 
others 
containing 
large 
charges of powder, have been 
outlawed 
for 
several 
years 
under federal regulations. Tues­ 
day’s action extends the ban to 
all firecrackers. 
Many 
states 
have 
laws 
against the sale and discharge 
of 
firecrackers 
and 
other 
pyrotechnic devices.
